CUXOAUO, March 20.—The trains blockaded 


by yesterday's storm have slowly made their 
way into tho city today and tonight.

was afternoon before tho street car compa- 
nies had any of their tracks Eiiilioientiy 
cleared to run cars, and on some of the lines 
110 cars hove been run yet. 


Tho telegraph wires are not all in order 


yet, but it is known that the blockade is 
general in Iowa, southern Wisconsin and 
northern Illinois. 
Eastern 
trains 
have 


suffered less delay than those coming from 
the West. 


CHICAGO, March 20.—Dispatches 
from 


Clinton, la , El Passo, III., Chinoa, Decatur, 
St. Charles and inauy other pointa*through- 
out the Northwest indicate that the storm 
of yesterday wna by far tho most, sovcro of 
the season, the snowfall being from twelve 
to eighteen inches deep, heavy, damp, 
closely packed, and in many places drifted 
badly. 


At Clinton four passenger trains arrived 


from the West nt four o'clock, nud will bo 
compelled to remain until tomorrow after- 
noon, when it is thought tho roads will bo 
open to Chicago. The long freight blockade 
and the impossibility of making shipments

SALMON EGGS POK 


EUROPE. 


NEW 
YOKK, March 1!).—Tho ateamer 


Doiiau took out 40,000 eggs of the "Winin- 
isb," or laud-locked salmon, today. They 
came from tho United States salmon-breed- 
ing station at Grand lake stream, Maine, 
where, by order of United States Fish 
Commissioner Prof. S. F. Uaird, they were 
sent to he repacked for steamer transit. 
Twenty thousand of these eggs go to the 
German Fishery Association in lierlin, nnd 
tho remainder to the Socic'J d'Acclimntiza- 
tion in Paris. 


TUE GRANTS TO SUMMER AT LONG 


BRANCH. 


CHICAGO, March 20.—At tho regular Sun- 


day meeting of tho Socialists tonight, reso- 
lutions approving tho killing of the-Czar 
were adopted on tho ground that ho was a.

everywhere, and correspondingly discourages 
every effort of the oppressed to secure for 
themselves (hoso rights nud that freedom of 
which tho American people so proudly boast, 
find for the maintenance of which they 
londly proclaim their readiness to sacrifice 
their property and their lives. 


JRexohcdi That our only regret in connec- 


tion with the execution of tho Czar of Russia 
is that tho destructive force of tho explosion 
that destroyed hia miserable life did not 
include witbiu its destructive scopo every 
tyrant whose existence imperils or proventa 
free speech, a free presn, a free ballot and 
tho legitimate, progress of human freedom, 
and the enjoyment of tho rights referred to 
in the preceding resolutions. 


Itt'sohcd, That the welfare of the human 


race demands not only tho destruction of 
the Czars, Emperors, Kings, Bismarcks aud 
other oppressors, but also the destruction of 
the system of society that breeds them and 
makes their tyranny possible, and which 
makes tho world the vast armed corps of 
butchers, organized to destroy human life, 
nud repress every inspiration of tho people 
for liberty, equity and fraternity.

As soon as the needy man could 


pay what bis land was pledged for he must 
get his lot back again. 
If n kinsman offers 


to redeem it for him, it must be restored. 
Aud if neither bo nor his kinsman was ablo 
to redefcni tbo inheritance, what then? Ac- 
cording to tbo laws and customs of greedy 
men, the laud would then bo lost to tho 
family. 
13ut no, it must return to them at 


tha Jubilee. 
Ho would not wait to point 


out the disthieliotiH which wero made am 
carried out between lands and houses inside 
aud outside the walled cities, but thero wa; 
tho broad fact that you carefully guardei: 
against tbo people losing their lauds.

Whore thero was

tho tribo. Thero was no liberty to odd 
house to house or field to field.—"Tbat tho 
children of Israel may enjoy every man 
tho inheritance of bis fathers," Numbers 
sxxvi. (J—l;j. The episode of tho daugh- 
ter of Tolophekas and of Hutu nnd Booss 
afforded beautiful illustrations of tho work-* 
ing of this rural economy laid down by 
Divine wisdom. 


True tho Israelites sinned against this law 


aud they had to bo warned against tho 
"removing the ancient landmarks." They 
had to bo told that there was a "woo on tho 
beads of thoso who added field to Held." 
Aud this WBH further fortified by tbe pre- 
caution against usury. "Thou sbalt not give 
him (tho brother who is waxen poor) thy 
money upon usury nor lend him thy victuals 
for increase." 
If thy brother bo waxen 


poor, and fallen into decay with thoo, then 
thou shnlt 
relievo him—tbnt 
ho may 


livo with theo. "Take thou no usury of him 


Why was thin? Gueruyay was owned by 


tho cultivators. 
Irt'limd wan owned by u lot

it AS they ought. 
Hero was a groat fact 


which many overlooked. 
All tlio good land 


in England, Ireland' and Scotland hud boon 
cleared of the people, and laid out in 1'irgo 
farniH and largely thrown out of cultivation.

land was beautifully cultivated fora tiinull 
number of men who lived in lino housi-n,

of tbo largo majority of tbo people, those 
who do tbo wort'( They were lionnellud in 
outhouses, Jiko so many hounds-.

country worn striving to maku a living out 
of the inferior patches of ground which tho 
sheep farmers and game preservers do not 
consider worth having. So that, as u mat- 
ter of fact, tho people wero loo numerous 
on tbe worthless land, and far too few on 
the good land • and what was wanted wan 
a redistribution of tho people over the good 
laud. This done, (hero would be plenty of 
laud and plenty of everything else for tbo 
people. 


Well now, it was about HI! 
H. U. that

Israelites

Palestine, and during the subsequent ages j 
thero were many ups and downy, many 
mortgages and redemptions, and there wero 
also cases in which tho inheritances wen: 
not returned, and in which usury was 
charged for advances made. 
But no lapse 


of time was allowed to sanction this lapse of 
nheritanco. 
A thousand years after 
the 


settlement there arose n great reformer in 
Israel, called . Neliewiah. He listened ami 
ho hoard tbe cry of the people and their 
wives against the Jews because tbr-y held 
ho mortgages and charged usury of their 
jretbren. So lie called a public mouuug, 
pointed out tho wrong saying, 
"Restore I 


>ray you to them even this day their lands, 
heir vineyards, their olive yards and their 
houses, and also tho hundredth part of tho 
money nnd of tbe corn and the wine ami 
bo oil that yo exact of them.'' Nehemiab 
vas no mere politician, making speeches to 
vin his way to the Senate.
